RALEIGH, N. C., Dec. 1.—Governor Cameron Morri- 


son this afternoon commuted the sentence of W. Austin 
Garter, convicted wife slayer to Jife imprisonment. This was 
done on the arrival here this afternoon of Carter's counsel 
bearing a statement from Judge T. D. Bryson recommending 
the commutation. He would have died before daybreak to- 
morrow. 


The fight to save W. Austin Carter from death in the electric 


chair in the Raleigh penitentiary before daybreak tomorrow for the 
murder of his wife at Reidsville, N. C., a year ago, has not been given 
up 
On the contrary a development within the past 24 hours almost 


warrants the assertion that Carter will be saved from death by the 
governor of North Carolina this afternoon and instead, wilUiave to 
remain the rest of his life in penal servitude. 


The development came during the course of yesterday when At- 


tornev P W Glidewell of Reidsville, who has made an energetic fight 
to save his client, succeeded in persuading Judge T. D Bryson, Car- 
ter's trial judge, to recommend a commutation. On Saturday Gov-

TJn!on know very littls about scarlet 
few T»y experience. After the strep- 
toccoccus gets into ih° throat there is 
an incubation 
period which varies 
from two to seven days, but which 
generally is three days. Then come 
eore throat and fever. Within a day 
the peculiar scarlet rash develops'and 
the elands begin to swell. As a rule, 
quarantine laws call for isolation for 
four weeks from the date of the first 
rise oi fever. Some laws require five 
•weeks of Isolation. All specify that if 
at the end of lour (or five) weeks 
the throat Is still sore, or th tonslas 
boggy, or there is any discharge from 
the ears or eyes, or If the glands are 
still swollen, the isolation 5s not to be 
terminated unless very close inspec- 
tion shows such termination to be 
cafe.

The mother's milk does not appear

after the baby Is born.

less the baby should be put to the 
breast at regular Intervals both to ac- 
custom-h m to nursing and-to stimu- 
late the flow of milk.

Mr. Hoover has 
announced the holding of a confer- 
ence on December 15th. m Washing- 
ton to S ve study to this broad ques- 
tion, evdently with a Mew of stan- 
dardising regulatory provisions for 
the operation of motor vehicles. One 
may well wonder if summary laws 
i.ill really curtail the death list or 
curb the number of accidents. Every 
Stale and every cay has its code of 
traffic regulations designed not only 
to sa%e pedestrians but to save mo- 
torists from themselves. The fact of 
the matter is that no accident oc- 
curs -without an infraction first of the 
prime law of commonsense or sec- 
ondly some of the statutory laws- We 
read e\er\ day of the "unavoidable 
accident", in fact this classification 
3s becoming constantly more frequent 
and has come to be used almost as 
a condoning term. The only way to 
curtail the accident rate is to instil 
in the mind of every person who 
operates a motor vehicle that he is 
handling a potential weapon of death 
The human factor is prime in every 
accident and the human factor can- 
not be entirely controlled by ex- 
traneous legislation. Xo matter how 
severe the penaltj. the traffic loll will 
continue until "here comes the per- 
sonal real zation of the responsibility 
•which every person has on assuming | 
the wheel of a motor ichicle. and the j 
necessity of e-vcry driver thinking not, 
only for hinjs<*"f but reckoning -with 
the possibility of v. hat the "other flc- 
low" -will do.
